Debates in the Diet last wook trought out several besic 
declarations by leading Japanes:, statesmen, especiall - ty tho Primo 
Minister and tho Foreien Menietor, about Jepanoso pol: tical and 
war aims, tho texis Of which ar) known thero. The dec leretions 
are ospocially noteworthy because of their progremmatic character 
and the time at which they wore made, namely, shortly before tho 
attack upon the fortress of Sinseporo, after tho ouccessful begin-

Occupation of tho Philippines tnd tho first actions against the 
Outor dofensen of Australia, tho Bismarck Archipolaro, Now Guinea 
and Torres Strait, According to confidential information, Prime 
Minister General Tojo himself desired tho programmatic detormination 
of Japanese politics and put it throuch against Opposition. This 
omphasis, rosultine from his own initiutive, shows Tojo as a 
loading Statesman, politically, who is advancing boyond the 
Stature of an exponent of tho army, His aim was obviously to lay 
down Japancse wer policy along a line which ig removed both fron 
tho limited wishes of the circles which fe1morly hoped for an under- 
Standing with the Anglo-Saxons and cn the other hand from the very 
oxtonsive tendency toward expansion on the part of cortain radical 
groups. 


From the explanations of Tojo and Togo can do Seen, firstly, 
the outline of the future building of Cronter Asia under Japanese 
leadership end, sccondiy, the prcgeram of the gover:umont for future 
Policios and conduct of the war. 


I.) Tho Building of Zast Asia. 


1.) Tho innor core of tho now organiveation 4g foxmod 
by Japan, Manchukuo and Nanking-China, to which are alded Thailand 
and Indo-China, which are Vo.untori-y cooperating wita Japan 
Around this coro tho other regions of tho now ompire Srossra um 
are to crystallize under verious soveroianties, The active suport 
of allied Thailend was espocially cordiaily montioned by tha Prime 
Ministor and the Foreign Minister, its requests for Provision not 
mentioned, however. 
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2.) The remainine countries of Greater East Asia are 
divided into three catesories. 


e.) Previous besticns of British imperialiem 
which served to oppress and dominnte Kast Asin, namely, Hongkong 
and the Malayan Poninsula. 


This region will have to be changed inte a 
bastion for the defense of Greater East Asia and therefore placed 
under the direct control of Japan. This principle wae given 
practical application in the appointment, reported elsewhere, 


cof General Isocgai as Governor General of Hongkong. 


b.) Regions to which independence is to be grantod, 
if they cooperate loyally with Japan: the Philippinvs und Burma. 
As the Militery Attache hesrs confidentially from the army, their 
independence is to be patterned after that of Manchukuo. 


c.) Regions which are to be militarily overcome 
if they continue opposition to Japan: the Dutch East Indies, 
Australia and Chingking-China. 


Declerations of Tojo and Togo showed that the 
original hope for the yiclding of the Dutch East Indies without 
resistance no longer exists, and military action is considered 
as indispensable. Both speeches ccnteined an insistent appeal, 
addressed to Chungking, to turn awey from the Anglo-Saxcns and 
come to an understanding with Jepan, which was also espocially 
emphasized by the declarntion, already reported, of the Prime 
Minister befcre the Budget Commission on January 23. 


3.) General principles for the future Organization of 
Greater East Asia. 


In this respect the speeches of Tojo and Togo as 
well as the declarations of Tojo aud the President or the Planning 
Bureau, General Suzuki, before the Budget Commission on January 23, 
contain some interosting statements. The pregram is cecidedly 
moderate. New rezions were not to be exploited after the destruction 
of Anglo-Saxon rule. Instesd of thet, economic cooperation, no 
racial strife. Freedom of religion, no cconomic exclusivism, but 
direction and regulation of procuction, in certain cases also 
limitation of certain bronches of production (sugar and rubber 
were montioned in confidential conversation) according to the 
needs of the co-prosperity sphere directed by Japan. The aim cf 
the present neasures is the securing of the raw materials necessary 
for waging war and the foundation later of the autarchic co- 
prosperity sphere. The present progran: 

a.) Securing important sources cf raw materials. 


b.) Stopping the flow cf raw materials from the 
South Sea regions to the enemy powers. 
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ce) Assuring the self-sufficiency of the army 
in the theaters of operntions.

II, Hurthor Policies ond Conduct of the 
The Prime Mirister and the Foreign Minister strongly 
emphasized the inseparability ef the Tripartite Pact Powers and the 
close inner cooperation of Japan with Germany, Ital; and its other 
European Friends. 


Attack tcwerd the south apoenred as the military ain: 
Dutch East Indies and Australia, According to confidential military 
informeticn, Port Darwin is to be talzen first of all in Australia, 
For the present the Japanese wer leaders can be contented with the 
pessession of this dase in Australia. This emphasis in the 
direction of the south explains the failure to mention India, 
towerd which great restraint can be obser--ed here. The govern 
ment and the army hold the viewpoint that Japan cennot attack 
Australia and India at the sane time but, rather, mest halt 
after the fall of Singapore and Burme, since the push toward 
the south is more important and more useful. According to a 
confidential remark of the Director of the European Division of 
the Foreien Ministry, the Indian Congress is inimical to Japen. 
Indian Nationalism, even in the case of a successful revolution, 
would not be capable of building up an independent, orderly 
state. Tho control of such an immense region, centeining 400 
million inhabitants, would be scarcely possible for Japan alone 
with its other numerous difficult tales. Under these circumstances 
there would be danger that India would become a victim of Bolshevian. 


Toward Soviet Russia the Foreign Minister emphasized 
that relaticns are unchanzed and ere still determined by the 
neutrality pact. In the 3udget Commission, Togo reported that the 
yearly renewal of the Japanese-Russian fishing agreement is imminent. 


According to very confidential information, however, 
military preparations against Russia are underway in Manchuria. 
Influential circles here are of the opinion that after the conquest 
of Port Darwin Japan mist turn against Ruseia and scize Vladivostok, 
the coastal province and North Sakhalin in order definitively to 
make itself also secure in the nerth.
